And yet while these nations, admit- 
tedly our Inferiors in wealth and Ln 
I hysical and intellecttial progress, are 
struggling out of the bonds that hold 
them back there are those among us 
who would Imperil our vast wealth and 
commerce by plunging us down to the 
silver standard.
